♦ Claim 1 , line 12: The phrase "the vibratory element" has been replaced with 
the phrase - - the vibratory means - -. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

♦ The prior art made of record fails to suggest either singly or in combination a 
novel vibratory warning device intended to be fixed to a structural element 
such a seat comprising a vibratory means and a fixation means, wherein the 
fixation means comprises a casing in which a motor is fixed, the casing 
comprising a resilient element formed in one piece with the casing, wherein 
the resilient element has an end integrally fixed with the casing and another 
free end defining a gap between the resilient element and the vibratory 
means, the free end of the resilient element is capable of being deformed to 
widen the gap and allow insertion of the structural element while being 
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naturally biased to narrow the gap and ensure fixation of the structural 
element.
